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Key Messages 

• Moderate to major coastal flooding is expected in some areas through Monday.  
Impacts include beach erosion, high surf and dangerous rip currents. 

 

• The threat of river and small stream flooding has ended.  Some rivers will 
experience rises of 1-3 feet over the next couple of days.
